Age Paying Dividends This Year

Senior citizens received several tax breaks from the Congress 
last year when the new tax was being written. The three principal 
areas that will tend to reduce the amount of tax paid by older per­ 
sons were: 


• The elimination of the old one per cent role on the cost of 


medicines and drugs. 
• An increase in their retirement income credit. 
• A once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to realize some tax-free 


profit on the sale of a home in which they had lived at least 
five of the eight years before the sale. 


In former years medical expenses were deductible only to the 
extent they exceeded 3 per cent of income. Drug expenses could be 
included only after they exceeded 1 per cent of income. 
Several years ago Congress eliminated the 3 per cent feature 


on medical bills but retained the 1 per cent principle on the cost of 
drugs and medicines. For many elderly the cost of medicine ex­ 
ceeded their doctor bills. 


Now the 1 per cent restriction also has been eliminated and the 
total cost of all medicines and drugs, the cost of hospital insurance, 
doctors’ and dentists’ fees and hospital expenses are all fully de­ 
ductible for all couples where one of the spouses is 65 or older. 


This new tax break also applies to children who are support­ 
ing their aged parents. This makes fully deductible the cost of 
all medicines purchased for the parents. 


As before, all other medical expenses for dependent parents 
are fully deductible on the return of the son or daughter who fur­ 
nishes the chief support without regard to the 3 per cent rule which 
applies to all under-65 taxpayers. 
The second major change involving older taxpayers was a lib­ 
eralizing of the retirement income credit. Under the old law a tax­ 
payer over 65 was permitted to take a direct tax credit on retire­ 
ment income up to a maximum of $1,524 providing he had earned 
income of at least $600 for each of any 10 calendar years. 
Retirement income for this purpose included pensions, annuities, 
interest, rents and dividends. A taxpayer’s wife, if she was 65 or 
older, could claim an identical credit if she also met the required 
10-vear work experience. If she did not. she could not claim the 
credit even though she may have had retirement income. 
Under the new law' a husband and wife may elect to combine 
their retirement incomes on a joint return and the maximum upon 
which they may compute their credit is raised to $2,286. 
The tax rate used in computing the credit on 1964 returns is 17 
per cent. For later years it is 15 per cent. It formerly had been 20 
per cent. 


The biggest tax break of all for oldsters could come when they 
sell their home. Formerly, they followed the same rules as all other 
taxpayers: the profit, if any, on the sale of a home was not taxed 
if a replacement home cost as much or more than the former home 
was sold for. If there was no replacement home, then the gain was 
taxed at capital gain rates. 
The difficulty for oldsters was that many of them moved in with 
their children or into an apartment after selling their home and 
thereby failed to realize any advantage from this tax concession. 
Congress corrected this shortcoming in 1964. 


The law now provides that a person 65 or older pays no tax 


at all on the sale of his home-regardless of the amount of profit 
—if the selling price is $20,000 or less. 


If the selling price is more than $20,000 the amount of profit not 
lubject to tax is the ratio between $20,000 and the selling price. For 
example, if the selling price is $30,000, $20,000 being % of $30,000, 
% of the gain is not taxable. 


A taxpayer over 65 realizes $50,000 after paying the broker’s 
commission on the sale of his home on which he had a total invest­ 
ment of $25,000, including original cost and subsequent improve­ 
ments. He had lived in the home continuously for 15 years. Here’s 
how he accounts for the sale: 


Amount realized ............................................................$50,000 
Cost basis ...................................................................... 25,000 


.................................................................................. 25.000 
Ratio of $20,000 to $50,000 
........................................ 2/5 
Part of gain to be excluded <2/5x$25,000) ............. $10,000 
Part of gain subject to capital gains tax ............. $15,000 


Remember, this is a benefit which may be claimed only once 


and it must involve the taxpayer’s residence and not some other 
piece of property he may own.

A reader who is in his teens 
writes that he so admired the 
ability of dogs and cats to with­ 
stand winter weather that four 
y ears ago he started walking to 
school without his overcoat. He 
admits that he got pretty cold 
but he is still here, and he has 
gradually become hardened to 
the cold. Last winter he went 
hunting in nothing but a T shirt 
and slacks. Although the temp­ 
erature that day was about 35 
degrees, 
he was comfortable. 
His mother tells him, however, 
that he is in grave danger of 
getting 
rheumatism 
and 
he 
wants advice. 
There are many kinds of arth­ 
ritis. Among the causes are in­ 
fectious diseases, heredity , in­ 
jury to the joints and aging. 
There is no evidence that, in 
the absence of one or more of 
these 
factors, 
chilling 
would 
cause this disease. Furthermore, 
in a person who has become 
thoroughly acclimatized there is 
no actual chilling. Remember 
that this boy was not sitting 
watching a football game in his 
T shirt; he kept moving. 
The only hazard, as I see it, 
would be that if he were to fall 
and break a leg, he would be in 
grave danger of shock and this 
would be aggravated by his ex ­ 
posure to low temperatures. The 
answer to this, as I have pointed 
out before, is that one should 
never go hunting alone. 
As for the harmful effects of 
chilling the body , much of the 
terror has been taken out of 
this by surgeons in recent y ears. 
They have found that for some 
operations it is actually helpful 
for the patient to have his body 
cooled to 8 5 degrees or even 
lower. 
At 
such 
temperatures 
the body needs less ox y gen. 
As for becoming hardened to 
the cold, I do not believe that 
it can be achieved easily by ev­ 
ery one. Persons with a very thin 
protective lay er of fat under the 
skin should not try it. Neither 
should persons whose metabolic 
rate is at or below the lower 
limit of normal. 
In the case of our y oung Nim­ 
rod, 
his 
metabolic 
rate 
was 
stepped up to compensate for 
the increased rate of loss of 
body heat. His circulation was 
also stimulated to carry more 
blood from his warm interior to 
his cooler ex terior and his nerve 
endings had become so modi­ 
fied as not to feel the cold as 
pain. 
Such acclimatization is both 
natural and necessary for Eski­ 
mos and other people who live 
in a cold climate. For those who 
don’t but who aspire to be Arc­ 
tic ex plorers it must be ac­ 
quired.
